I ap- 
praise the objection as one who 
voted against this disparity 
power in the League Assembly, but 
in an appraisal now I do not hesi- 
tate to say that if other great 
powers can accept without fear the 
voting strength of the British do- 
minions, when they are without ties 


rivairy and suspicions, we ought, 
in view of the natural ties of En- 
glish-speaking kinship, feel our- 
selves free from danger. 

The perfected court must be a 
matter of development. I carnest- 
ly commended it because it is a 
great step in the right direction to- 
ward the peaceful settlement of 
justiciable questions, toward the 
elimination of frictions which lead 
to war, and a eurer agency of 
international justice through the 
application of law than can be 
hoped for in arbitration which is 
influenced by the prejudices of 
men and the expediency of politics. 
We can do vastly more to per- 
fect it in the capacity of an aloof- 
ness in which we arrogate to our- 
selves the right to say to the world 
we dictate, but never comply. it 
would none of our righta, 
none of our nationality, but would 
giadly give of our influence and 
co-operation to move forward end 
upward toward world peace and 
that reign of justice which is in- 
finitely more secure in the rule of 
national honor than in national or 
internationa! force. 


| INDULGES HOPE 


I have indulged the dream, nay, 
a justified hope, that out of the 
encouraged and sustained court 
might come the fulfillment of lurg- 
er aspirations. in the proof of its 
utility and a spirit of concord 
among nations might come that 
voluntary conference of nations out 
of which could be expected a clari- 
fied and codified international law 
t ofurther assure peace under the 
law, and bring nations that under- 
standing which is ever the first and 
best guarantee of peace. 

I would not have it thought that 
I hold this question paramount to 
all others confronting our govern- 
ment. I do not hold it a menace 
to the unity of any political party. 
It is not to be classed as a party 
question, but if any part, repeated - 
ly advocating a world court, is to 
be rended by the suggestion of an 
effort to perform in accordance 
with its pledges, it needs a new 
appraisal of its asnets. 

Our problems at home invariably 
call for first consideration. our 
own house must be kept in order, 
our own good fortune must be as- 
sured before we can be large con- 
tributore to world progress or 
measurably helpful to humanity. I 
have little patience with the con- 
terition of those who believe large

world—#ocial, political, or com- 
mercial—which would promote jus- 
tice t association of judg- 
ment of ite court, must 

justice in its daily transactions. 

I made allusion in the beginning 
to political chartg and the good 
faith of political parties. Some- 
times there must be a vartation 
from the charted course, because 
of the Qnexpected development of 
impassable shoals. This adminis- 
tration, pledged by a sponsoring 
party fer a quarter of a century 
to. the buliding up of a merchant 
marine, was unable te secure the 
enactment which was believed to 
be the way to fulfillment. But it 
would be a emall administration 
which would surrender the aspira- 
tion for an American merchant 
marine and p or sacrifice our 
great merchant ficet in a pique of 
disappointment over the Senate's 
failure to give approval. 

For sectirity of defense, for the 
avoidance of a Uke extravagant 
and ineffectual outlay in case of 
future war, fer the promotion of 
our cemmerce and our eminence 
on the #eaa, I believe a great mer- 
chant marine to be an outstanding 
American requirement. Since we 
cannot hope for government aid 
to private ownership, we propose 
to do our best to organize and 
consolidate our lines and service, 
applying the lessons of experience 
which cost us hundreds of mil- 
lions in operation alone, then of- 
fer for gale. If we cannot sell, we 
will operate, and operate aggres- 
sively, until Congress inhibits. 

Confessedly, this is a contradic- 
tion of the proposal] to have less 
government In business and more 
business in government, but if we 
cannot get out of the shipping 
business in a practical way and 
be aasured of privately owned and 


privately operated Shipping, it is 
the business of the government to 
conserve our shipping assets and 
make for our self-reliance on the 
high seas.

We 
ve gotten away from the repre- 
sentative system; we have reached 
a point where the lack of party 
loyalty has made party sponsor- 
ship in less effective 
than it was. We have come to 
the time when a party platform 
is ed by too many men in 
public life ag even less important 
& scrap of paper, and groups 
or blocs are turned to serve group 
interests, and many individuals 
serve thelr own, while contempt 
or caucus has 
sent part pret 

into the od 
I believe in political parties. 
They were the ecasential agencies 
of the popular government which 
made us what we are. We never 
were perfect, but under our party 
system we wrought a development 
under representative democracy 
unmatched in all proclaimed lib- 
erty and attending human ad- 
vancement. We achieved under 
the party system, where parties 
were committed to policies and 
party loyalty was a mark of honor 
and an inspiration toward accom- 
plishment. Nowadays in many 
States party adherence is flouted, 
loyalty is held contemptible, nom- 
inations for office are often infiu- 
enced by voters enrolled under an 
opposing party banner and plat- 
forms are the insincere utterances 
of expediency, influenced by nom- 
inees rather than by advocates of 
principle. 

Let no one misconstrue me. I 
am not advocating the abandon- 
ment of the primary, which gives 
to every voter a voice in nominat- 
ing men for office and determining 
party policy. I would carefully 
preserve and safeguard it against 
the old-time abuses which impelled 
its adoption, but I would make it 
an agent of indisputable party ex- 
pression rather than a means of 
party confusion of destruction. I 
like the inculcation of loyalty, the 
pride of association and the inspt- 
ration to accomplishment. I. tike 
the party government where _ pur- 
poses are reached in the reasoning 
of honest representation, and I 
like a party which is commissioned 
to govern to strive in good con- 
science and all loyalty to keep the 
pledges which brought it popular 
approval. 

Our drift today is toward pure 
democracy and no pure democracy 
ever long survived. We talk sol- 
emnly and earnestly about preserv- 
ing our world civilizatidn. I have 
every confidence in its survival, but 
it may be assured only by human- 
kind reaching the proper appraisal 
of the secure avenues of twenty 
centuries of progress. In our

Prepare and combine ingredients 
in usual way, but leave out the 
baking powder. Set mixture in 
the ice box over night. When 
ready to' bake the following 
morning, add the baking powder 


by astirring it well through the 
dough. Follow the same proced- 
ure as though there had been no 
break in the process. The cake 
will have a light, fakey texture 
such as is ordinarily 

after hours of hard beating. 


Pure silk will crisp into a hard 
cinder when touched with a light- 
ed match. As it is an animal 
fiber it gives off the odor of burn- 
ing feathers or hair.
